The  survey  will  be  taken  under  the 
direction  of  AS.BYU  Ex.ecu^tive 
Vice-president  Jon  Ferguson,  the  chief 
sponsor  of  the  proposal,  who  brought  the 
matter  before  the  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  this  week. 

He  is  proposing  that  seniors  be  given  the 
opportunity  of  donating  their  cap  and 
gown  fee  to  AYUDA,  a local  non-profit 
organization  that  aids  South  American 
peoples. 

Since  that  meeting,  Ferguson  has  spoken 
with  University  Executive  Vice-president 
Ben  E.  Lewis  to  obtain  clearance  for  the 
donation  present  University  policy  requires 
attendance  in  a cap  and  gown  at  graduation 
exercises. 

Lewis  suggested  that  the  poll  be  taken 
after  telling  Ferguson  that  the  same 
proposal  was  broached  in  1962  and 
graduating  seniors  then  agreed  it  was  a 
good  idea  but  k should  not  be  done  at  that 
time. 

If  seniors  approve,  it  must  still  be  cleared 
by  the  Administration  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 


Ferguson  told  the  Council  in 
Wednesday’s  regular  meeting  of  his  talk 
with  Lewis  and  said  he  felt  seniors  would 
approve  the  idea  now  because  “values  have 
changed  since  then  (1962).” 

Rick  Jackman,  a graduating  senior, 
appeared  before  the  Council  to  express  his 
feelings  about  the  proposal.  He  argued  in 
favor  of  keeping  caps  and  gowns  saying 
“There  are  certain  valid  traditions.”  He 
termed  the  apparel  “symbolic  of 
graduating  from  college.” 

He  told  the  Council  members  that 
Ferguson’s  proposal  would  “brand”  those 
who  gave  as  well  as  those  who  did  not.  “So 
what?”  replied  ASBYU  President  Brian 
Walton  to  Jackman’s  comment.  “Maybe 
they  should  be.” 

Several  alternative  methods  were 
discussed  including  both  giving,  and 
wearing  a cap  and  gown,  and  raising  the 
money  in  some  other  way. 

Russ  Wood,  vice-resident  of  Culture, 
agreed  with  the  idea  of  having  both.  The 
Council  postponed  further  discussion  until 
after  the  results  of  the  poll  are  in  and 
invited  Jackman  back  to  the  next  Council 
meeting.

The  official  notice  of  the  conference 
was  released  this  week  at  Church 
headquarters  over  the  signatures  of 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  and 
his  counselors,  President  Harold  B.  Lee 
and  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner. 

According  to  this  announcement, 
the  conference  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  First  Presidency,  with 
members  of  the  General  Authorities 
and  executive  representatives  of  the 
Church  auxiliaries  also  present  to 
participate  in  the  various  meetings. 

The  schedule  of  meetings  announced

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
government  warned  600,000 
owners  of  1 961-69  Corvair 
automobiles  Thursday  that 
“significant  concentrations  of 
carbon  monoxide”  and  other 
engine  fumes  could  be  drawn  into 
their  passenger  compartments 
through  the  car  heater.

In  a “consumer  protection 
bulletin,”  the  Transportation 
Department’s  National  Highway 
Traffic  Safety  Administration 
(NHTSA)  suggested  that  Corvair 
owners  drive  with  their  windows 


NHTSA  Director  Douglas  Toms 
said  the  problem  did  not  yet 
warrant  a recall  of  the 
automobiles  by  General  Motors 
but  that  the  investigation  was 
continuing.  General  Motors 
stopped  making  Corvairs  in  1969. 

In  addition  to  the  carbon 


monoxide,  Toms  said  some 
Corvair  heaters  also  leaked 
combustion  fumes  “that  produced 
eye  irritation  and  unpleasant 
odors.” 

“Until  satisfactory  repairs  are 
obtained,  drivers  are  advised  to 
keep  a window  open  at  least  one 
inch”  when  using-  the  heater, 
Toms  said.

Male  Chorus 
to  present 
winter  concert 


The  hearty  47-voice  BYU  Male 
Chorus,  directed  by  Dr.  Ralph 
Woodward,  will  present  its  annual 
winter  concert  Monday  evening, 
Jan.  18,  at  8:15  in  the  Recital 
Hall. 

Highlights  of  the  program  will 
be  the  “Mass  for  Male  Voices”  by 
Franz  Liszt  and  “That  Time  May 
Cease,”  by  Burrill  Phillips. 

Dr.  Woodward  wrote  his 
doctoral  dissertation  on  Liszt’s 
large  choral  works  and  can  be 
termed  an  authority  on  this 
“eloquent”  mass,  the  first  major 
choral  work  composed  by  Liszt. 

Soloists  are  Craig  Thomas, 
Terrence  McCombs,  Gordon 
Harkness  and  Arden  Hopkin. 

Dr.  Woodward  describes  “That 
Time  May  Cease”  as  a highly 
dramatic  contemporary  piece  of 
music.  It  was  adapted  from  the 
conclusion  of  Marlowe’s  “Dr. 
Faustus”  and  describes  the 
character’s  anguish  in  his  futility 
to  extend  his  time  or  save  himself 
as  death  approaches-. 

Other  works  on  the  program  are 
by  Haydn,  Des  Prez,  Vittoria, 
Halsety  Stevens  Stanley  Flectcher. 


Gina  Bachauer,  international 
concert  piano  artist  who  will 
appear  next  Friday  with  the  Utah 
Symphony  Orchestra,  is  one  of 
the  classic  success  stories  of  the 
musical  world.  Her  historic  debut 
in  New  York’s  Town  Hall  in  1 950 
identified  her  overnight  “as  one  of 
the  most  exciting  pianists  before 
the  public”  in  the  words  of  the 
“New  York  Times”  Harold 
Schonberg. 

Born  in  Athens,  Greece  of 
Austrian  descent,  she  had 
completed  two  years  of  law 
school  before  her  phenomenal 
talent  convinced  her  parents  that 
she  should  make  a career  of 
music.  She  won  the  Gold  Medal  in 
the  International  Piano 
competition  in  Vienna  and  later 
studied  for  a time  with  Sergei 
Rachmaninoff  in  Paris.  She  made 
her  debut  in  Athens  in  1936  with 
Dimitri  Mitropoulos  conducting 
the  Athens  Symphony  and  a year 
later  with  Pierre  Monteux  in  Paris. 
But  the  brilliant  beginning  was 
interrupted  by  long  years  of 
disappointment  and  heartbreak. 

A series  of  financial  reverses  for 
her  father  caused  her  to  hurry 
back  to  Athens  to  help  out  her 
family.  Just  as  the  situation  had 
improved  and  she  was  again 
establishing  a reputation,  World 
War  11  broke  out,  and  she  was 
stranded  in  Cairo.  For  six  years 
she  was  virtually  cut  off  from  the 
world,  forced  to  play  concerts 
only  for  Allied  armed  forces  in 
the  area. 

In  1946  she  started  out  again. 


for  the  third  time,  an  almost 
unheardK)f  attempt.  She  finally 
was  engaged  for  a concert  in 
Royal  Albert  Hall  in  London,  and 
after  a performance  of  the  Grieg 
Piano  Concerto,  the  audience 
arose  in  an  excited  standing 
ovation.  In  1950  she  came  to  New 
York. 

Mme.  Bachauer  will  play  the 
Grieg  Piano  Concerto  with  the 
Utah  Symphony,  and  then  be 
joined  by  her  student  Princess 
Irene  of  Greece  for  Mozart’s 
Concerto  for  Two  Pianos.  Concert 
time  is  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse.  Reserved  seat  tickets 
are  50  cents  for  students,  on  sale 
at  the  Music  Ticket  Office.

Number  one  on  the  fiction 
best-seller  list  is  “Love  Story,” 
and  it  comes  to  the  screen  in  all 
its  bitter-sweet  glory.  Here  is  one 
of  the  few  cases  where  the  movie 
is  better  than  the  book. 

Ali  MacGraw  and  Ryan  O’Neal 
bring  a sincerity  and 
purposefulness  to  their  lines 
which  one  doesn’t  get  in  the 
book.  O’Neal  is  partici^larly 
good-“Peyton  Place”  didn’t  ruin 
him— but  one  soon  tires  Miss 
MacGraw’s  repitious  smirking  and 
manner  of  delivery.

The  ‘study  of  mankind’ 


Alexander  Pope  once  wrote  “The  proper  study  of  mankind  is  man.” 
This  is  the  study  of  anthropology.  The  Anthropology  and  Archaeology 
Dept,  is  rather  new  at  BYU. 

It  is  headed  by  Dr.  Merlin  Meyers,  who  came  to  BYU  in  1963  as  a 
professor  in  the  former  Sociology  and  Anthropology  Dept. 

Although  graduating  from  BYU  with  a degree  in  Political  Science,  Dr. 
Meyers  soon  developed  a great  interest  in  the  social  relations  of  man 
and  later  received  a Ph.D.  in  social  anthropology  from  Cambridge 
University.  Work  on  his  dissertation  included  a two-year  ethnological 
study  with  his  wife  of  the  social  and  cultural  life  of  the  Iroquois  Indians 
in  eastern  Canada. 

As  dept,  chairman,  Dr.  Meyers  is  faced  with  many  organizational 
problems.  “To  keep  a full  program  provided  with  a staff  is  hard  to  do,” 
he  states.  “One  of  our  biggest  problems  is  having  enough  teachers  to  go 
around— there  just  aren’t  very  many  Mormon  anthropologists.” 

Dr.  Meyers’  branch  of  anthropology  deals  with  the  complex  structure 
of  the  seemingly  infinitesimal  cultures  of  man,  and  he  believes  the 
study  of  anthropology  is  extremely  relevant  to  our  modem  world.  He 
states  “The  study  of  human  behavior  is  in  the  here  and  now.  Why  do 
we  do  what  we  do?  Anthropology  tries  to  answer  this  question.” 

Anthropology  is  a study  rapidly  spreading  throughout  the  country. 
When  asked  about  its  future  at  BYU,  Dr.  Meyers  states  “I  don’t  know. 
The  reason  anthropology  makes  such  a popular  study  is  that  human 
beings  are  now  interacting  on  an  unprecedented  world  scale  never 
before  known.  People  become  concerned  in  their  relationship  with 
other  peoples.” 

In  conclusion,  Dr.  Meyers  remarks  “Anthropology  purports  to 
provide  us  with  answers  concerning  other  societies.  God  is  able  to 
understand  all  peoples.  Anthropology,  if  it  can  help  us  to  understand 
and  appreciate  other  peoples,  helps  us  become  more  like  God.”

Mike  ‘The  Chiller”  Childress 
brings  his  rebounding  show  to  the 
George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse 
tonight  at  8:05  p.m.  when  he  and 
his  Colorado  State  Rams  meet  the 
BYU  Cougars  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  play. 

The  Rams  will  be  replaced 
Saturday  night  by  the  Wyoming 
Cowboys  who  will  be  in  Provo  for 
an  encounter  at  the  same  8:05 
p.m.  starting  time. 

Childress,  a 6-9  jumping  jack 
from  Cleveland,  set  new  WAC 
rebounding  marks  last  season 
when  he  pulled  down  205  caroms 
in  league  play.  He  also  hauled  in 
392  for  the  year  to  average  17.0 
rebounds  per  contest,  another 
WAC  record. 

The  big  senior  has  taken  up 
where  he  left  off  with  a 15.5 
rebounding  average  after  two 
WAC  games.  “The  Chiller”  is  also 
scoring  at  a 23.5  clip. 

Other  leader  on  the  Ram  squad 
is  6-5  junior  Rick  Fisher  with  a 
23.5  WAC  scoring  mark  and  12.0 
caroms  per  game. 

The  Fort  Collins  crew  is 
currently  1-1  in  league,  having 
beaten  Arizona  90-65  and  losing  a 
tough  one  to  Arizona  State  80-77. 
For  the  season,  CSU  is  9-4  and 
was  ranked  in  the  top  twenty  at 
one  time  during  the  season. 

Co-league  leading  Wyoming 
(2-0)  may  be  getting  on  the  track 
after  a slow  start  in  1970-71.  The 


Cowboys  of  Coach  Bill  Strannigan 
are  only  5-6  for  the  year,  but  they 
came  up  with  big  home  court  wins 
last  weekend  over  Arizona  State, 
89-81,  and  Arizona,  91-65. 

Wyoming  is  also  the  scoring 
leader  in  the  WAC  with  a 90  point 
per  game  output. 

The  BYU  Cougars  are  currently 
second  in  the  conference  in 
defense  behind  UTEP,  having 
allowed  64,0  points  per  game,  so 
the  BYU-Wyoming  battle  should 
be  interesting  from  that 
standpoint. 

The  Cougars  are  showing 
excellent  team  scoring  balance, 
with  six  different  players  having 
scored  22  or  more  points  in  a 
game  at  one  time  or  another 
during  the  season. 

Leading  Cougar  scorers  in  WAC 
games  are  guard  Jim  Miller  with  a 
16.0  average  and  forward  Steve 
Kelly  with  a 15.0  point  mark  after 
two  league  games.
